Manitoba Politics. 

If ono may juugo by recout uccountfl 
from Fort Garry, including a letter 
from that pen of the diatinguieiiod Am- 
erican Bayard Taylor, politics aro very 
lively in the now Province of Manitoba. 
It appears that amongst tho pussougersi 
by the atoamor which took Bayard 
Taylor and bis party into the Now Pro- 
vince woro Br Lyaoh and Auornej 
Oeuoral Olarko, tho latter returning from 
Quoboo, where ho had boon feasted and 
fetod like a prince. Upon the landing of 
tho Btoamor Br Lynoh was rocoived with 
tho most enthusiastic choors and was car 
riod off in triumph, while At- 
torney-Geuoral (Jlurko was greets 
od with a perfect storm of hisses 
and groans when ho made his appoar- 
ance on tho dock of tho steamer. A pub- 
lic eutortavnmiint was accorded tho 
distinguished Americana in the evoning. 
Towards mid-night tho still hours were 
rendered hideous by thoso noisea whiuh 
indicated tho intention of " tho people" 
to pay peculiar honor to tho -Atlorney- 
General, who was presort at the enter- 
tainment.

Mistaking 
for an enemy ono who was in reality try- 
ing to protect him Irom tho rudeness ol 
the mob, tho Attorney General challeng- 
ed him to fight a duel i Verily, political 
party lines must bo tightly drawn in 
Munitoba, and, we may udd, public opln 
ion must be in no very nettltby cow 
dition. It is by no means clear why 
the Attorney General in exposed to 
such insultiug demonstration's. We 
would bo sorry, indeed, to accept such 
manifestations ?.s evidence of it, but wc 
fear tho appointment was un unwise one. 
If local parties in tho now Province do 
not conduct thomselvoB with moro mod- 
eration, reason and docenoy it is to be 
feared that Responsible Government may 
yet oomo to grief amongst thorn,

St. PKTiusnona, Sept 12th. 
A correspondent of tho Pall Mall Gazette of 
the l'Jth instant, says there soems to be some- 
thing wrong about tho rulalious bolwcen tho 
Russian Courl and Iierliu. Tho most evident 
sinu of the coolness towards 7'russia is tho 
reappearance of anti-Prussian article! in the 
Russian press. Last December tbe Chief 
Censor announced to tho editors of Russian 
newspapers that it was Iho will of tho C/.ar 
that all attacks on Prussia should cease. Tho 
order waa obeyed, some journals even which 
had formerly been declared adversaries of 
Prussia went so far as to publish arliclas set- 
ling forth the advantages of a Russo-Prussian 
alliance. Directly the C/.ar returned from 
his German tour all was changed, A paper 
known to bo inspired by f/oneral Wilutien, 
Minister of War, declares in its number of.lho 
3rd inat that tbe policy of Prussia is dangerous 
to thu very oiislenco of the Russian Empire. 
" Tho uveuts of Ihe last ten years," it says 
' prove that during tho wholo of that ttino 
Prussia had ono leading principle of action — 
that of securing an ally biforo a war, and 
breaking tho alliance as soon as it is victori- 
ous. In 180U sho entored inlo an eternal alli- 
ance vrilh Anstria. July, 1870, sho made 
friends with Russia, and now that sho has 
gained a victory which she owes almost en» 
tirely to Russia's conservative policy, she is 
endeavoring to form an alliance with Austria 
against us. Will not Europo at length under- 
stand tbe dangers which proceed from such 
a policy 7 Is it not time to form a leaguo of 
mutual security against such machinations ? "
